A REIGN OP TERROR. 
London, Oct. 4. — Advices from Russia 
represent the Czar us taking now precau- 
tions for the protection of his person. None 
of the cubiuet ministers are admlttted to un 
audience without the presence of an odicr.r 
of the guard, and the eastern custom of 
tasting food before it is placed on the 
sovereign's table has been revived, after 
being in disuse since the days of Bwperor 
Paul. The Russian autocrat seems suspicious 
of every one around him, und even his 
favorite advisers urc said to dread an 
interview with him. Tho recent attempt to 
wreck a train on which he was supposed to 
be riding, lias greatlj added to the Cur's 
irritation and morosencss, and he is known 
to have given orders foi the immediate de- 
portation to Siberia of a large number of 
persons who were arrested on suspicion of 
having been connected with the act. Among 
these uiifortiinutes aro two sentinels, whoso 
duty it was to guard part of the lino where 
the obstruction was placed. Sentenced by 
courtmartial to be hanged, they have had 
their doom commuted to a lingering death 
in tho mines. Three peasants who wore ar- 
rested near the spot have been terribly 
Isnouted, one of them fatally, although 
there is suid to be no ground whatever to 
suppose them guilty of any connection with 
the train wrecking. Two others, half 
dead, had thsir lives spired for a 
time in order that a confession 
might bo extorted from them. The wife of 
a peasant who died under the knout went 
mad when she heard of his fate. A letter 
containing these particulars eiune by way of 
Zuredia, and is from ti source of unquestion- 
able authority. Tho further stutounent is 
made that the Nihilists are unusually 
active and that the friends of the victims of 
the Siberian massacre do not mean that they 
slitdl go unavenged. 

THE IIUSH Tl'.NANTKY. 

One of Her Majesty's troop ships has just 
taken the first battalion of the Grenadier 
Guards from Portsmouth to Dublin to give 
aid in breaking down huts and turning the 
aged and, in many instances, half-starved 
tenants out on toe roadside. The 
soldiers stationed in Ireland are 
mostly Kuglish and Scotch, and 
some Welsh. It is to their credit that they 
do not take kindly to tneir duties as assist- 
ant bailiffs, and that the military officers 
have more than once intervened to prevent, 
aota. of exceptional harshness ana cruelty to- 
ward those unhappy tenants.

INTO AN OPEN SWITCH. 

A Northern Pacific Train Derailed Near 
Helena, and the hhiginecr lu- 
StftUtly Killed. 

Hi.ijona, Oct. 4. — News is just received 
of the serious wreck of Northern Pacific 
eastbound passenger No. 20. Engineer 
Trunk Masco was killed, und Fireman Chis- 
lett badly injured. It is reported that the 
passengers fared badly. A relief train left 
here at 12.50 for the scene. 

1 a.m. — The wreck on the Northern Pa- 
cific reported here nt midnight was caused 
by an open switch! the result of careless- 
ness. No. 2, east-bound, due at Helena at 
10.40, ran in on u side track at Butler, 
twelve miles west of here, colliding with a 
hogback eiisdue. Engineer Mace, on the 
passenger, was killed outright, and Fire- 
man Chislctt is so badly injured that it is 
feared his injuries will prove fatal. The 
mail car was demolished, but its occupants 
escaped with slight bruises. The passen- 
gers were shaken up, but none hurt. Phy- 
sicians from Helena arrived at tho scenu 
shortly after tlie wreck. 



A DARING ROBBERY 

A Passenger on the Premier Believed of $10 
anil ti Ticket to Japan. 

For cool during and bold methods, an 
incident occurred at midnight on Friday 
just as the steamer Premier was making 
ready to pull out from her dock at Seattle 
that would have done credit to tlie outlaws 
of Texas. A man whose name could not be 
learned boarded the vessel, und after pro- 
curing a stateroom went into his apartment 
to retire. He hud some §10 dollars in cash 
on his person and a ticket to Japan. Ho 
threw himself across the bed for a few mo- 
ments rest awaiting the departure of the 
vessel before retiring. Presently be heard 
a noise at his stateroom window. Jn 
another instant it was hoisted to the top 
and he found himself looking down the 
barrel of a revolver, behind which stood a 
desperate looking robhei leaning against the 
stateroom with his body half-way' through 
the apperture. 

" Give me your money i Everything you 
have I" the desperado demanded in u low 
but firm tone. The passenger hesitated n 
moment, but dared not attempt to escape 
from under the cover of the revolver. Ho 
did as requested, handed out his cash, about 
SIO, and with it, unconsciously, the ticket 
to Japan. The daring desperado then 
quietly lowered the window, jumped over 
the guards and on to the wharf ugaiu. Half 
frightened to death, us the passenger was, 
it wus some moments before he was suf- 
ficiently composed to leave his statement 
and make his experience with the highway- 
man known. In the meantime the fellow 
had taken Uight. The affair was reported 
to the customs officers on tho wharf some; 
moments later and u description of the man 
given. A search was at once instituted in 
the saloons along the water front, but no 
clew could bo obtained of the man. 



SCANDALS IN CHURCH. 

A New Jersey Lothario Pammeli a Preaclter 
and Steals Ills Pretty Wife. 

Camdi-.s N. J-., Oct. 3.— The highly re- 
spectable town of Lansboro, Camden county, 
has been shocked. Rov. Joseph Ilotts, the 
prospective incumbent of a Protestant 
church there, has been pummelled within 
an inch of his life by Robert Trumpas, u 
well known merchant. This was food 
enough for the gossips, hut when, the clay 
after, it was whispered that the wife of the 
incoming pastor had eloped with the pugi- 
listic widower, the town was aghast. 
The scandal wua closely guarded, un- 
til warrants wero sworn out for the 
arrest of Trampas and Mrs. liotts, when 
thu doings of the dominie's wife and Wid- 
ower Train pas became the absorbing topic 
of conversation. 

Widower Trampas, who bears the repu- 
tation of tiring a "talking' 1 man, became 
acquainted with the liotts family, and in- 
gratiated himself into the good graces of 
the pastor's pretty wife. The widower's 
calls became frequent, and he made himself 
so much at home that Mr. Botts was annoy- 
ed, but he remonstrated without avail. 

Mutters, however, reached a climax on 
Monday night last, when the minister re 
turned home from a long day of visiting. 
As he entered the parlor Mrs. liotts hastily 
went out, leaving Trampas sitting on the 
sofa. The clergyman's small daughter was 
sitting in his lap. Pastor Botts was angry, 
and followed Mrs liotts to the kitchen, and 
excitedly raising his voice exclaimed: 

Mrs. Botts, I have repeatedly told 
you that 1 do not like to seo my 
daughter sitting in that mail's lap. His 
reputation is not good, and I will not luiv-e 
him around my house." Trampas heard 
what had been said, and went away mad. 
Soon after Botts went to a grocery store 
near by, and Trampas met him, 

Rough words followed, and a rough-and- 
tumble light ensued, during which Holts 
was badly used up. 

His jaw was dlBlbootetl, three of his teeth 
were knocked out, and liis eyes were black- 
ened. When the combatants were separ- 
ated the minister was nearly unconscious. 
He hud to be curried home, and a physician 
wiih summoned. 

Thu next day Mrs. liotts left the house, 
carrying a bundle, She aid not return, and 
it was soon found that Trampas was idno 
missing. The pair have not since been seen, 
and no one knows where they have gone.

.Scenery of Surprising: Grandeur 
Along- the Route Taken— Inci- 
dents of the Voyage. 



As tlic sublime scenery along the 
Northern const of British Columbia be- 
comes butter known, with its panorama 
of anow-cappud mountains, inland seas 
and islands, beautiful land-locked bayB 
"where Maturo in all lior wild beauty is 
to bo studiod, where the historic villages 
of Metlakalitla, Port Simpson and Mas- 
sott form ports of call, tho route recontly 
taken by tho steamship Islander, will 
prove a strong rival to the summer Al- 
aska trips which have of lato years grown 
so popular with Eastern tourists. Per 
haps, in no part of the Paciiio Coast are 
such magnificent and ever chuiigin 
scenes to be mot with — one day 
steaming along deep but narrow 
channels where tho water, so still that 
every object on either shore is reflected 
as clearly us in a looking glass ; another 
day when the noble vessel lies at anchor 
in sheltered bays, tho shores thickly 
wooded down to the water's edge, and 
still another day passing along narrow in- 
tricate channels where a dilfereut arid 
grander bccho is unfolded to view — lofty 
mountains, many snow-capped, others 
with their summits hidden from view in 
Jloecy clouds, with here and there water- 
falls of tremendous height, all forming 
scenes of beauty of which tho eye never 
wearies, and which, combined with the 
bracing health-giving sea air, form a 
holiday trip which must attract tourists 
from all parts who delight in scenery 
unequalled in other parts of tho North 
American continent. 

The following account of the Islander's 
trip to Massett, Queen Charlotte Island, 
with incidents of the voyage, has been 
written for TltE Colonist, but it is well 
to say in advance that no pen could be- 
gin to do justice to the scenery or the 
pleasure of the journey, which must be 
undertaken to be fully appreciated. 

OFI FOR 3IAS3ETT. 

At (i:.'!0 o'clock on the evening of the 
loth ult. the lines were oast ofl' at Sprntt'a 
wharf; the Islander passed through the 
swing-bridge and out of tho harbor, and 
the voyage was fairly begun. hut, 
alas ! Soon after nightfall a heavy 
blanket of fog settled down, ob- 
scuring all landmarks, and the 
steamer's progress was retarded. The 
hoarso whistle of the vessel was Bounded 
at brief intervals during the night, ami it 
was not until daylight that the fog lifted 
sufficiently to enable a start to be made. 
As the day brightened, tho steamer's 
speed was increased, and, by tho time tho 
passengers had left tho breakfast table, 
tho noble steamer was cleaving the 
bright waters of the Straits at her best 
speed. Seymour Narrows was reached 
by 4 o'clock, and about p.m. tho 
anchor was dropped in Alert Bay, where 
a stoppage was made for the night. Tho 
only incident of tho day was the landing of 
Sheriff McMillan on the shore of Qu&t- 
81110 Sound (Sayward dis'rict). Hero is 
a piece of timber land- 100 acres — 
owned by ex-Supt. of Police ltoycraft, 
and the sheriJl availed himself of the 
Islander, passing the place, to go ashore 
and — in Roycraft's absence— post a writ 
of fii fa on a dead log. This duty per- 
formed on the landed effects of the " de- 
parted " superintendent, tho sheriff re- 
turned on board and the Islander pro- 
ceeded on her way. 

Leaving Alert Bay b. fore daylight on 
Wednesday morning, a splendid run was 
made to the northern end of the inland; 
tho steamer entered Smith's Inlet, and 
came to an anchor in a beautiful land-locked 
bay, near Port Rupert, whore the water 
is as clear as crystal and tlie shore clad 
with verdure to the water's edge. Hard- 
ly had the anchor touched .bottom when a 
fleet of fifteen canoes rounded a point 
from a large ranchorie in iho vicinity and 
headed for the vessel. The bay being 
out of the regular cuurse of steamers, the 
unwonted sight of a large steamship at 
anchor there was a source of wonder to 
tho Indians, and undoubtedly, thinking 
something was amiss, tho crews of each 
«rnoo vied with each other to see which 
would he first to reach the vessel's side. 
Many of the males were c'atl in a 
manner hardly consistent with decency, 
and all, without exception, looked 
as if their Acquaintance with scap and 
•water was very, very limited. Due of 
tho first to reach tho steamer was an old 
man of about 00, who, obtaining a 
Havana from a passenger, lit it, and by 
the time his fellow-tribesmen had come 
up, was enveloped in clouds of fragrant 
smoke, to his own delight and to the cha- 
grin of the others when they found out 
chat no more of the weed was forthcom- 
ing. Leaving tho steamer as quickly as 
they had coino, the bay was again* de- 
serted with the exception of tho steamer 
mid with the exception of a largo rock 
about a mile distant, which was literally 
covered with 



south and tho Islander north. Return- 
ing down tho Inlet, Captain Irving 
headed his vessel through Fitz Hugh 
Sound, whore tho scenery is alono 
suthcient inducement for the trip- Tho 
sound is narrow, very narrow in Botne 
places, but ueop. Along each shore are 
score upon score of beautiful lit- 
tle islets, all perfect in shape 
and all covered with evergreens. 
As ono of the passengers ob- 
served (by tho way it was genial Prank 
Campbell) each islet was one of Nature's 
bouquets, and if just ono could bo bodily 
taken up and placed in tho upp6r end of 
Victoria harbor it would bo " a source of 
beauty and a joy forever." Somo photo- 
graphs and a few pencil sketches were ob- 
tained of this archiepolago of "bouquets," 
the sketches being intended for somo 
of tho eastern illustrated weeklies. 
To pass hundred after hundred ot 
theso pretty islands, each as symmetrical 
as if carved by tho hand of man, with 
golden bands of moss kissing the water, 
and perfect little pino trees thickly cover- 
ing the tops, was, indeed, a picture worth 
seeing, and one not to bo forgotten in a 
hurry. The shades of evening were ful- 
ling beforo the last islands were passed, 
and before tho steamer had cleared the 
Sound, and headed for Bella Bella, where 
tho anchor was again dropped for the 
night. Left Bella Bella at daylight, and 
CROSSING MILBANK SOUND, 

passed up through Graham's Reach and 
Granville Channel to the Standard 
Packing Co.'s cannery, on tho Skeo- 
na. In Granville Channel the 
mountains on both sides rise from the 
water's edge, and aro st.eop and lofty. 
Not a level piece of land is to be seen 
here, but, on each side of tho channel, 
which is only about a couple of hundred 
yards wide, is range after range of moun- 
tains and there being a heavy rainfall 
during the whole morning, hundreds of 
miniature waterfalls were to be noticed. 
Starting from the summits of tho moun- 
tains, the course of these waterfalls could 
bo traced down the steep sides of the 
precipitous cliffs, turning and twisting, 
leaping over rock and precipice until 
they mingled with the sea. While some 
seemed a mere ribbon of foam, tumbling 
down tho mountains, others varied from 
one to three or more feet across, and con- 
tained quite a body of water. 

But, as the rain continued to descend 
with an earnestness it never attains in Vic- 
toria, glad enough were all on board 
when the steamer tied up for the night 
at the Standard Cannery. On Friday 
morning the voyage was resumed, a short 
stop was made at the Balmoral Cannery, 
nine miles up the Skeena, and then the 
Islander headed for Port Essington, Mr. 
R. Cunningham's cannery. Close by is 
the British America Packing Co.'s estab- 
lishment, owned by Mr. Ben. Voting. 
Within a few miles of theso canneries are 
Carthew's (the North Pacific) and the In- 
verness. Leaving the Skeena in the 
afternoon, Melakahtla was reached, 
where tho anchor was dropped for 
about an hour. The passengers were 
landed in boats and lost no time in visit- 
ing every placo of interest in tho 

.VOW CELEBRATED VIU.AOK. 
Viowed from the water, tho most 
noticeable thing about the place ia the 
similarity of the houses. From tho 
steamer's deck could bo counted over 
sixty two - story frame dwellings, all 
finished in the plainest style. Many are 
deserted and bear evidence of neglect, 
the doors and windows being in all cases 
removed. The church is quite an impos- 
ing building, with a pretty spire and a 
fine sounding bell, and is the first object 
which catches the eyo of the visitor. 
That the edifice was solely built by 
Indians it is difficult to believe, /or many 
places a great deal larger than Metla- 
kalitla, and with more pretensions, can- 
not begin to compare with her church. 
Tho village also boasts of an industrial 
school and a brass band, com- 
posed of Indian musicians, who favored 
tho excursionists with several selections 
played in a very creditable mannor. Mr. 
Todd, the magistrate, and Constable 
Flewin were on hand to welcome Vic- 
torians, while Bishop Ridley, whose 
headquarters are here, extended every 
courtesy to the visitors and spared no 
trouble to explain everything of interest 
about the placo. His Lordship took ad- 
vantage of tho Islander's trip to Massett 
to visit that portion of his diocese, ant 
install Rev. Mr. Keene there as the resi 
dent clergyman, relieving Rev. Mr. Har- 
rison, who, after eight years of missionary 
life, is now en routo to England to en 
joy a prolonged and well deserved 
leavo of absence. After leaving Metla- 
kalitla the Islander was headed for Port 
Simpson, which was reached at nightfall. 
Two hours were spent at this place, somo 
freight was lauded, and then tho vessel's 
prow was headed for the Naas, The 
harbor of Naas wis reached early Satur- 
day morning and the steamer tied up at 
the Cascade cannery, While the vessel 
was loading salmon here, one of the best 
jokes of the trip was unintentionally per- 
petrated. At most of the canneries, be 
it understood, are little churches and rec- 
tories, some, indeed, of very modest and 
Unpretentious appearance. To pass an 
idlo ten minutes and creato a laugh, Mr. 
Goflin securing a pot of white paint and a 
brush, proceeded ashore and, in letters 
of a size which could be read a mile oil", 
painced the words

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A PRODUCTIVE' COUNTKY. 

Dr. T. W. Jones Tolls of Mi Interesting Trip 
to the Interior. 

• Dr. T. J. Jones, with his varioil business 
■interests in Victoria, finds little time for the 
pleasures of exploration. Ho is, however, 
one who is anxious to know thoroughly the 
land ho lives in, and so ho devotes his holi- 
days each summer to a trip through some 
section of the province. This year the 
Hock Creek region was selected, and about 
threo weeks ago, in company with Messrs. 
Corbin and Hoy, tlio doctor rode in by way 
of Hope. The quart/, camp, twelve miles 
from the hydraulic, was first visited, and 
mining matters found to he very satisfac- 
tory, Mr. Douglass, of New York, whose 
shaft, 120 feet, is the deepest in the camp, 
is expected daily with improved machinery, 
to he pub in use this season. The Cariboo, 
owned by Davenport & Co., of Spokane, is 
also to be benefitted by the introduction of 
machinery at once. Two survey parties for 
the Spokane & Northern (Corbin'a railway) 
■ have been through this section of country, 
and the residents earnestly hope soon to see 
the road itself. Although the whole camp is 
a solid bed of quartz, no doubt rich, its 
value cunnot he made without railway com- 
munication, as everything now has to be 
transported by pack train. Mails, too, 
only roach the camp monthly, and the resi- 
dents, in consequence, feel as far from civil- 
ization as if they were in the centre of Af- 
rica. Something, the settlers think, should 
he done to bring Corbin'a road in — it is 
close to the boundary now ; it is spending 
money, and its owners mean business. 

After exploring the quartz camp, Dr. 
J ones ami his parly went to the mouth of 
the creek to pay a call to the Laura Hy- 
draulic property. 1 1 is found to bo working 
light along, and profitably. The manager, 
Mr. Jameson, assured his guests that during 
years, spent in this class of mining, he 
had never worked a more promising piece 
of property. What it is really paying will 
only be known when the fall clean up is 
made ; but from a Square of about four feet, 
§2,000 worth of rock was recently taken . 
The output is quite satisfactory, and the 
bench will last 50 years at least and pay 
good profits. Experts were met who had just 
Visited the newennip known as thcOkanugon. 
They pronounced it the richest in British 
Columbia; its ore strongly resembled that 
of the Stump Lake ami .Mineral Dill claims 
in Nicola valley. It, too, would pay well if 
the railway would only make its appear- 
ance. As the concentrates would have to 
b« sent some distance by pack train, with- 
out a railway, there is no money in it. 

After spending four or live days in the 
section just referred to, the party returned 
by way of Pendicton, where they fell in 
with the genial Capt. Thomas D. Short, of 
the new steamer Pendicton. The captain 
made life so thoroughly enjoyable for them 
that they made three round trips with him, 
up and down the lake, which is 00 miles 
long by about i miles wide, and as fine a 
sheet of water as could be found anywhere 
in the interior. The new steamer is T.'i feet 
in length over all anil 1(5 foot beam, making 
Hi knots an hour. She has proved herself a 
great success, and an immense benefit to the 
settlers. Capt. Short, started this business 
on the lake with a row boat, rowing freight 
and passengers over the !)() miles of 
water, until he nan at hist been 
able to call in steam to take 
the place of his oars. The steamer was left 
by the towing party at the head of the lake 
four miles from Vernon, where the Shuswap 
and Okanagon will terminate, h'rom there 
a drive of 20 miles was taken to Euderby 
where Mr. George Riley was met. His 
company now have 22 miles graded ready 
for the "ties. Nineteen carloads of rails are 
at Sicamous, and the iron horse will make 
bis appearance at. Enderby by the end of 
.April neU. The great hindrance to the 
progress of the line arises from the scarcity 
of men— 300 men would be put at work to- 
morrow if they could be got. 

" No one," says Dr. Jones." has any idea 
of the richness of chat valley for the agricul- 
turist. 1 saw tons upon tons of .vhe.it as 
hard and tine as Manitoba ever produced. 
The Enderby mill is a thoroughly lirst class 
one, and turns out the best of Hour, but 
lucre will he room for two such mills in (be 
country when the railway opens it up. 
All aiound is a sportsman's paradise 
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going back to the water alt,. 
Sky was black with them, 
horn are also plentiful in thi 
land. The only drawback t 
and it ii a serious one, is th 
available land is held by a few in large see 
tions, If it were cut up into farms of 160 
or 200 ax>'res and settled it could be worked 
with profit, and greatly benefit the entire 
country, Dairy farms — mixed farms, 
rather- -are greatly needed. Butter now 
can hardly ha obtained for any money, and 
milk is never seen except in the condensed 
form. Cattle need little care, would winter 
out, and would pay for themselves quickly 
and willi good interest. If fanners m On- 
toria who are now living an hand 
to month existence, would only 
come to this fortunate section, 
they would soon find themselves, with less 
work, independent, and valuable citizens of 
a prosperous country. As a fruit country, 
too, it is nil surpassed. Peaches equal to 
those of the Niagara district are matured; 
and plums and apples second to none. 
Melons and grapes also do well, and 
this district, instead of California, should 
supply the Northwest, flood trees, how- 
ever, true to name ure needed, and not the 
mills imposed on some of the fanners by un- 
reliable nursery agents. Mr. Vernon and 
others have already offered to cut up their 
ranchers into neat farms, and if this is done 
it will bring in population of the most de- 
sirable class. One hundred and sixty acres 
here is worth 400 in Ontario. With a fann- 
ing population would come settlements, 
churches, schools and all else that go to 
make a contented, happy, industrious, and 
intelligent people,

that the trusted buyers hove forestalled him 
by telegraph, and the otl'eni are less than at 
the first place tried. The trust controls tlio 
cuttle market of America, and consequently 
the eattlo ranching business. It is the trust 
that Iuih closed the American butcher shops 
and put in their places the agencies of the 
ring, stocked with meats shipped in ice boxes. 
A case in point will explain. A large ranch- 
man named Slaughter, in Soccnra county, 
New Mexico, opoued u large and thoroughly 
first class store in Los Angolos, Cab, sup- 
plying it with eattlo shipped from his own 
ranches, or bought from local farmers. For 
a year or more ho did well, and tlio people 
of California city recognized that ho would 
givo them good value for their money. Then 
Armour's people invited him to tako their 
agency. He declined, saying that bis own 
business was all he could attend to. Ho 
was told that he would bo nllowed only a 
certain time to accept. Then the agency of 
the trust was opened, the prico of meat was 
redueeil to four cents per pound, and the 
enterprising rancher was ruined. Ho was 
retired from business and then up went the 
prices. The result aimed at was achieved." 
Mr. Kirby is full of praise of the laws gov- 
erning meat import in this county, He 
says that they are just what the country 
needs to ensure its permanent prosperity. 
The settler is protected ; he can bring in his 
stock duty free ; but the combine is kept 
out. If the .'I cents per pound duty were 
taken off meats Chicago would furnish Vic- 
toria's supply, and Victoria's money would 
go to Chicago. Local butchers would bo 
obliged to close up their places of business, 
and the farmers would suffer as they are in 
the States to duy. Armour's, working up 
every part of the animal themselves, sell 
cheaper than uny other firm could. They 
are ruining the American farmer, and the 
legislators of the country are still searching 
for some measure that will check the evil, 
A committee of the .Senate lias been procur- 
ing evidence during the past two years, and 
one bill was tried, prohibiting the shipment 
of cattle into any state, not on the hoof. 
This would have broken up the centraliza- 
tion of the market, but the Supreme court 
decided that it was ultra vires as affecting 
inter-state commerce What tlio result of 
the operation of the trust will be American 
farmers wait in dread to see.

Of coUtte, no ono is to blame for tho 
crowding of the articles and animals, 
both indoors and out, TlW committee 
had to do the best they <Sould in the space j 
at their disposal, and, we think, all will 
admit that they did wonderfully well. 
The exhibition this year proved beyond [ 
a doubt that a first-class exhibition ew. 
be held in Victoria. There need b'j no 
misgiving as to the success of. on exhibi- 
tion in this city iu future L'et a proper 
building bo erected to a good situation, 
and let there be attached to it ground 
enough for all the purposes of an exhibi- 
tion, and there is nothing to hinder ail 
intelligent and an energetic Association 
getting up an Industrial Exposition, 
which would be regarded as very tine in 
any province of the Dominion. 

The discerning visitor to tlm year's 
exhibition could sec that a'vple material 
to make an imposing display of the pro- 
ducts and the resources of the whole 
province can readily bo collected at Vic- 
toria. There were at that exhibition line 
specimens of the produce of tho farms 
and tho gardens of British Columbia. The 
exhibit of livestock was most creditable, 
animals were shovni which would be 
prize winners at any exhibition in Canada 
or tho United States. The show of 
horses and thorough-bred cattlo was 
something to bo proud of. Tho fisheries 
were only partially represented. There 
was a fair show of canned salmon, which 
could easily be made larger, but wo did 
not see specimens of the other kinds of 
valuablo fish with which the sea that 
washes tho shores of the coast swarm?, 
There were specimens enough of tho 
manufactures of tho province to show 
what a splendid array there would have 
been if they wore all adequately repre- 
sented. When the Victoria annual ex- 
hibition becomes a British Columbia in- 
stitution ovory manufacturer in the pro 
vinco will, wo trust, find that it will bo 
to his interest to have specimens of the 
products of his factory or workshop on 
view. If ho does not think it necessary 
to exhibit to push his business, ho will 
do it for tho credit of tho province. Stock- 
raisors, who are generally keen exhibitors, 
when they iind ovory accommodation and 
convenience provided for them on the 
exhibition ground, will eugorly embrace 
the opportunity of showing tho best of 
their stock at tho exhibition held in the 
capital of tho province. 

Amusements, too, will ho provided for 
tho sight-seers, and if the business is 
properly managed the days in which the 
Victoria exhibition is held will bo re- 
carded OB a general holiday in every town 



After a\ period of comparative quiet, 
tho Times has gone back to its old work 
of vilifying the leader of tho Govern- 
ment. Its long scolding article in yester- 
day's issue does not contain a single point 
which a sensible man would consider 
worthy of notice. It, liko a great many 
weak and ill-natured people, imagines 
when it calls names it really injures the 
person against whom its injurious 
epithets are directed. But calling a 
good man bad, or an honest man, dishon- 
est, does not, in tho slight degree, change 
his nature, ilo is as good or as honest 
after being made tho object of senseless 
and undeserved abuse as he was beforo a 
word had been uttered against him. If, 
for instance, vilification and calumny 
could have changed the nature of Mr. 
Gladstone, or Sir John Macdonald, theto 
eminent statesmen would bo tho vilest 
wretches alive. They, to-day, stand 
higher in the opinion of the world than 
ever they did before. Yet every one of 
the thousands who vilified them and false- 
ly accused them and invented contemptu- 
ous names for them, believed that they 
were doint: Ihem harm — dr iving nails in 
their political coffins. Most of the 
poor creatures are forgotten, whilo the 
men they attempted to injure arc still held 
in high esteem. The Times should re- 
member that scolding and abuse never yet 
killed a public man. If a politician pos- 
sesses ability, and if ho exercises that 
ability for the good of his country, or 
what any considerable number of his 
countrymen believe to bo it3 good, he 
will keep his place in tlie public esteem 
in spite of all that may be said or done to 
injure him. The trumpery charges which 
the Times brings ogainst Mr. Robsori — 
charges lliat are not sustained by a single 
relevant fact or a single sound argument 
— will nut, wo are quite satisfied, have 
any effect upon the minds of thinking 
men. That such charges upheld in such 
a way beget contempt tor local politics, is 
not at all a matter of wonder. The ar- 
ticle affords the best insUnco of anti- 
climax wo remember ever to have seen. 
After savagely denouncing tho lion John 
Robson, through a column Bnd a half, the 
writer winds up by charging him with 
having expended a sum between five and 
ten dollars to purchaso chairs for tho 
lieutenant-governor and Mrs. Nelson to 
s [ t s «l vb'lib they witnessed the examin- 
ation oi the' central school.

We notice that the Opposition organ in 
this province, in imitation of the other 
Opposition organs in the other province-, 
is ready to declare that tho Dominion can 
find no now channels of trade as substi- 
tutes for thoso which the McKitlloy tariff 
is likely to close up. They are ready to 
reject any suggestion that can be 
made. There is a certain class of per- 
sons who, we are told, are always ready- 
to declare that " there is a lion in the 
way." They are too faint-hearted and 
unenterprising to endeavor to Iind ways 
out of any difficulty in which they may 
be. They lament, and whine, and scold, 
and do anything in fact, but act. A host 
of them are now, liko tho Times, trying 
to make the people of Canada believe that 
nothing but ruin awaits them, because 
the Americans have placed high duties on 
some articles of Canadian agricultural 
produce. The Empire suggests that Can- 
adian fanners turn their attention to rais- 
ing pork, and the Times endeavors to 
prove that it is impossible for Canadians 
to compete with tho Americans in the 
pork business. It has a hundred objec 
tions to raiso to the suggestion 
We have seen people like tho 
Times before. They are always cry- 
ing out "impossible," but their impossi- 
bilities in ninety-nine cases out of a hun- 
dred havo proved to be feasible and became 
iu time accomplished facts. Ono would 
think, to read the Times article, that it 
must bo a hopeless job for any nation 
to attempt to compote with the Western 
.States in raising hogs. But wo find that 
pork is produced in England, in Germany, 
in Franco and in Ireland and that all 
theso countries compete and compete 
successfully with tho Americans in the 
pork trade. Irish pork and bacon wo 
aro told by a gentleman who has paid 
some attention to the pork business in 
greatly preferred to tho American arti- 
cles. It seems to us that the Canadian 
farmer if ho gives his attention to pork 
producing, ought to bo able to send into 
tho market hog produo's of as good a 
quality as either tho Irish or tho Ameri- 
cans and bo able to sell them at tho Biune 
prico. There is at any rate nothing ex- 
cept the dismal croaking of tho Liberal 
organs to hinder them trying what they 
can do. 



with every other. Tho Liberals or 
rather thoso who speak for them are 
determined to bo miserable and everyone 
knows that it 13 useless to argue with 
disheartened men who aro not possessed 
of pluck enough to take their own part 
or to help themselves, Thoso spiritless 
Liberals aro bound to strengthen tho 
Americans in the belief that the people 
of Canada depend upon United States 
trade for existence, and that they have 
only to kick them hard enough and often 
enough to bring them crouching and 
whining to their feet. But the Canadian 
people, whether Conservatives or Liber- 
als, do not possess this craven spirit. 
They have always shown an undaunted 
front to thoso who havo attempted to in- 
jure them. They havo faced the diffi- 
culties that lay in their way with cheer- 
ful courage, and they havo overcome 
every one of them. And what they havo 
done they are prepared to do again. Tho 
Times and tho rest of tho winners and 
croakers will one of theso days bo sur- 
prised to find that Canada not only ex- 
ists, but prospers in spile of the illiberal 
trade policy of tho United States. They 
will Gnd, too, that American churilish- 
ness and unfriendliness, instead of daunt 
iug and discouraging Canadians to such a 
degree that they are willing to forswear 
their allegiance to Great Britain iu order 
to he reinstated in their favor, will have 
tho very opposite effect. They will cuise 
a spirit of antagonism on this side of tho 
line that will make tho idea of annexation 
even more hateful to Canadians than it is 
at present. Those Americans who think 
that they can kick and cuff Canadians 
into their Union will Iind that they are 
altogether astray in their reckoning. 
They are greatly mistaken if they con- 
clude that their trade legislation hits pro- 
duced tho feeling iu Canada which the 
tone of the organs of the Liberal party 
would seem to indicate. 

THE KAML00PS WELL. 

Our readers aro already aware that the 
Government has been engaged in sinking 
an Artesian well, near buck's Station, 
not far from Kamloops. On Friday the 
Acting Chief Commissioner received a 
telegram from Kamloops announcing that 
water had been struck at a depth of five 
hundred and twelve feel. This is impor- 
tant news. There is a large area of land 
lying in the dry region cast of tho Cas- 
cade rango requiring only irrigation to 
transform it into fruitful fields. The 
laud is in great part clear, or easily 
cleared, and in eveiy respect favorable 
for irrigation operations ; but to 
conduct water oa to these lands 
from natural sources would in 
most eases, be too expensive, and in 
many wholly impracticable. I 'ndcr theso 
rcnnistances it was deemed desira.Mo to 
try the experiment of boring for water, 
with the hope that this want of nature 
might be supplied by means of artesian 
wells— an experiment whioh has proved 
rtccessful in Otter! countries. Some two 
years ago tho Government commenced 
the work of linking, but froi}) varjou'; 
causes, which the department could not 
well foresee or control, the progress made 
was far from satisfactory. This season, 
ho'fwer, operations were resumed under 
moi 1 ' favorable auspices : and now comes 
the ;: v'"jd news that success has crowned 
0# effort. In tho absonceof particulars, we 
assume a Mowing well, capable of send- 
ing its invigorating and food-producirj» 
liquid over the rich but. parched soil. 
Should this prove to be tho case, it 
would be difficult to over-estimate tho 
importance of such a result, as it will in- 
crease, to an almost incalculable extent, 
the food-producing capacity of tho prov- 
ince, and that, too, in a part of it easy of 
access. The Government is to be con- 
gratulated upon the satisfactory result of 
the artesian well experiment, upon which 
itu enemies havo sought to heap ridicule 
by the exercise of feeble wit and asinine 
gabble.

THE U0RNEK STONE. 

Description of tlio ceremony to bo Performed 
this Afternoon by Right Rev. 
Hishup Loo tens. 

The ceremony of laying the corner stone 
of St. Andrew's R. C. Cathedral will be 
performed at three o'clock this afternoon 
by Rt. Rev. Bishop Lootons, assisted by 
Rt. Rev. Bishop Luminous and the Priests 
of the Dioeeso. At- the hour named the 
clergy will assemble in tho sacristy and, 
preceded by " C" Battery band, will march 
in procession to tho corner of View anil 
Blauchard streets. Hero tho corner stone 
is situated, and bore will bo gathered the 
choir ot tho church, the members of the Y. 
M. I. of this city and Nanaiino, and the 
congregation. 

The solemn service is opened by tho 
choir chanting an untiphon and Psalm 
lxxxiii, during which the Bishop, 
wearing his mitre, sprinkles the 
plaeo where the cross bus been phtced, with 
the water that has been blessed by him. 
Tho antiphon and psalm being ended, the 
bishop standing toward the place sprinkled 
by him, his mitre being laid aside, oilers 
prayer, and then, standing, blesses tho first 
stone, the congregation joining with the 
clergy in the responses. Again prayer is 
offered, and then ho sprinkles the stone 
with holy water and, taking a knife, ho 
marks it in each part with tlio sign of the 
cro3s, saying " in the name of tho X bather 
and of the X Sou, ami of the Holy X ( i host. " 
Which being done he prays, " Bless, O 
Lord this creature of stone, and grunt by 
the invocation of thy Holy Xante, that 
whosoever with a pure mind, shall givo aid 
to the. building of this Church may receive 
health of body and healing of mind. 
Through Our Lord, Christ ; Amen." 

Afterwards some carpet is placed upon 
the ground, and on it a footstool, on which 
I be Bishop, having put on his mitre, kneels. 
Then are said tho " Litanies of the Saints," 
which being ended, the Bishop having laid 
aside his mitre, rises up, and standing to- 
wards the foundation stono again otiurs 
prayer. Lime having been provided, ami 
the mason being at hand, the Bishop in bin 
mitre next becins, and tho choir continues 
the Antiphon, followed by the Psalm uxxvi., 
which having been said, the Bishop touches 
and places the first stone in the foundation, 
Baying, "lit the faith of Jesus Christ, we 
set this tirst stono in this foundation : In 
the mime of thu X Father, and of the X 
Son, ami of the Holy X Olios!, tiiat true 
faith may flourish here, and the fear 
of God and brotherly love, and 
that this place may be devoted to 
prayer, and to the invocation and praise of 
the name of the same Jesus Christ, our 
Lord, who, with the Father, and Holy 
Ghost, liveth ami reigneth, God, world 
without end. Amen. 

Meanwhile the mason sets the stono with 
iime, and afterwards the Bishop Bprinkles 
holy water on the stone, saying "Thou 
shu.lt sprinkle mo with hyssop, and I sh ill 
bo cleansed ; Thou shalt wasli mo and 1 
shall be made whiter than snow." Psalm 
i. hiving been chanted, the Bishop next 
sprinkles the foundations with holy wa'er, 
and to go round, he commences the An- 
tiphon and Psalm lxxxvi, which is con- 
tinued by the choir. Three times in .sprink- 
ling the foundations, the Bishop stops and 
prayer is offered. On the completion 
of the sprinkling, the Bishop having 
returned to the corner stone, he begins the 
hymn Veni Creator Spiritus. Having in- 
toned the hymn, the Bishop kneels until the 
end of the tirst verse, when rising be stands, 
head uncovered, until the end of tho hymn, 
when he gives the solemn benediction, say- 
ing : 

•' Blessed be the named of the Lord." 

Response— Xow and forever more. 

Our help is in the name of the Lord. 
The blessing of God Almighty, Father, Son 
and Holy Ghost, descend upon you and 
dwell in your hearts forever. Amen.

Mr. Tolmie's Durham bull, the victor 
iu so many contests, was really ahead of 
Mr. Laduer'a ; nevertheless that such was 
the ease ivas manifested by tho [missive 
shoulders, magnificent barrel and square 
hindquarters which lie displayed, although, 
both as regards color and build, he had a 
worthy rival in the other beaut. The points 
of each were well brought out as they were 
led round the ring, tho '"observed of all ob- 
servers." The Holsteina were an admirable 
class, nevertheless but few, if any, people 
ventured to differ with the judges. The 
Jersey champion forfeited his right to 
make a show of himself because lie broke 
loose from his attendant, albeit bo Mas 
captured without any great difficulty and 
without having caused n stampede among 
the other animals. Am for the cows and 
young stock mainland farmers highly dis- 
tinguished themselves and materially con- 
tributed to tiie attractions. There were, us 
has been already said, a number of massive 
grude oxen and other cuttle, in which the 
short horn poiuts were well developed; but 
soino of the slock might, for all tlie benefit 
that was to be attained by their presence, 
except by way of contrast, have been just 
as well kept in their stables. Altogether 
the display was highly appreciated, nod 
with respect to the sheep and pigs, us well 
as with tlio horned stock, there were not a 
few explanations of surprise at the fact that 
there was really so much good live stock on 
the Island and the adjoining Mainland. 

The horses formed a specially praise- 
worthy class, care and good grooming hav- 
ing emphasized points which, without them, 
could not have been so well brought out, 
The first prize carriage horses wore followed 
hard after by Sir Joseph Trutck's showy 
pair of bays, which, however, failed in the 
roundness and symmetry of their more suc- 
cessful rivals. An attendant of the stallions, 
Mr. McNeill, made admirable exhibitions ot 
his nerve and power over animals by the 
ease with which holed n couple of stallions, a 
heavy draught and a warm blooded and more 
fiery horse on either side of him. Indeed, 
he claims to be the only man who is able to | f 
lead two service stallions ut the same time, 
am! professed his ability to do the same not 
alone with any two, but any four horses on 
the grounds.

BACK TO THE HOLY LAND. 

Persecute! Russian Jews Find Refuge anil 
Feaee In Palestine. 

New York, Oct. 2. — News of tho op- 
pression of tho Jews in Russia has of late 
burdened the cables, and the Hebrews of 
this place have been bestirring them- 
selves to relieve Russian Jews by sending 
them back to Palestine. It is one of the 
phases of tho fulfilment of th 
prophecy, as many Jews believe 
the last days there will be a gathering 
the tribes of Israel in the Holy Land. 

Circulars printed in Hebrew and 
English and signed by Chief Rabbi Jacob 
.foaoph, Ferdinand Levy and Rev. L>r. 
L. Seinsler, of the Henry street syna- 
gogue, wero distributed among the 
Hebrews in town, yesterday, setting 
forth reasons why the Russian Hebrews 
should be helped to migrate to the 
ancient home of the race, and in response 
Christie street synagogue was jamm d 
last night by representatives of the 
leading congregations of the Hebrew 
benevolent societies to hear well known 
Jews discuss the subject. Tho speakers 
said in substance that for the last ton 
years conspicuous Jews all over the world 
have been convinced that tho only true 
solution of the Jewish question was emi- 
gration to Palestine. Since the last 
Jewish troubles in Roumania, about 1382, 
a movement towards Palestine has played 
a most important part in the destiny of 
East European Jews. Nearly twenty 
colonies, with a population of 4,000, have 
sprung up on the soil of the Holy Land, 
and it, is said that the prospects of the 
Jewish settlement are most promising. 

Enthusiasm in favor of the movement 
is spreading, not only among tho most 
lowly and humble, but among tho weal- 
thiest Jews in Russia, Germany, England 
and Franco. Tho effort to colonize Pales- 
line has realized more than ten-fold the 
benefits and advantages of an outlay in 
America. The immigration of RussianJows 
to this country has been opposed by Jews 
and others in tho most strenuous way re- 
cently, and if a more hospitable and con- 
genial place of refuge than this country 
is not found, for the newly threatened 
exodus of hundreds of thousands of these 
unfortunate fugitives from tyranny and 
persecution, these hostile voices may grow 
louder, and the day may not be far dis- 
tant when this country will also have its 
" Jewish question," 

Tho speakers made a strong appeal for 
pecuniary aid. About $1,000 was sub- 
scribed at tho meeting to aid in sending 
the Jews in Russia to Palestine. An ap- 
peal is also being made to Jews all 
through the country.
